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lORMAJt CARA IVAN wet contacted st la residence, 

5337 Qreene Street* Philadelphia, on April 5# 1956, by 
SAa RICHARD V. HANSEN and ALBERT HUHDBAKHI* CARAIVAK explained 
that he was separated from his wife who has Initiated divorce 
Proceedings against him and baa been rooming at the above 
address since the sparetlon* His vouog daughter Is residing 
with his wife* He explained that be believed hla smrltal 
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rfifficultias arose as • result of various factors# Ha 
pointed out that hia wife was Foil *h while he? was Rummsian; 
ha war ol<iar than bis vifaj there ware religious differences* 
jjia in-lawa did not get along with bin* Hie wife, HOMAKA 
(pRAIVAH, reside* at 113 *%pl*wood /'Venue which ie near the 
address of the subject* 

CARA IVAN stated that upon hie arrival in the 
United ^tatea he was held for approximately two non the by 
Immigration authorities at Kills Island# Ha did not know 
the reason for t**i? detention and had never baen told why 
he was detained. He explained l- bn ra waa nothing In his 
baokgroind and nothing in hia wife # a background that might 
lead to sueh detention# CARAIVAM declared that he knew 
many members of the Rumanian Iron Guard and has known of 
the exlrtenoe of that organisation since approximately 1936 
but had never belonged to tho Rusarian Iron Guard# Ha pointed 
out that be came to know many members through associating 
with then while a orlsoner of the Germans in the Hue hen weld 
Concentration Car,p and subsequently bad dealings with other 
meafcer* in connection with bir activities among and with 
displaced persona. 

A1VAH stated that he knew of no activities of 
the Rumanian Iron Guard in the United -tatas. 

CAKA1VAN volunteered to continue the interview at 
the Philadelphia Office of the FBI co April 9, 1956, because 
his quarters were inconvenient for such an interview# He 
voluntarily appeared at the Philadelphia Office on April 9, 
1956, and was interviewed by SA ALBERT RUNDBAKBN# 

CARA IVAN again declared that he knew nothing of 
any Rumanian Iron Guard activities In the United States. He 
added that he d :d not know whether there was ar organisation 
of Iron Guard members or fomer members in the halted States 
and explained that be bes had practically no contact with 
Rumanian groups or organisations sines arriving in the 
United 3tates* Re pointed out that aside from hia disinterest 
in becoming affiliated with Rumanian organisations, h» has 
ocoupled his time with hi* employment and in studying to 
Improve his economic status. In addition, bis mind has bean 
occupied also with his d mettle problems# CARAIVAN explained 
tbit he waa trained as an aeronautical enginear but is 
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currently doinrc almost manual labor tn a factory* the 
Philadelphia K*ctal staging "ompsnv, He ho* l)fe^n studying, 
on hi? own# tha rubjcot of electronics In the hope that ha 
way aacurs a better position In thnt field* Ha also la 
■rrarging to study English. 

Ihe Fubjeet also pointed out that ha baa hnd no 
contact with anyone In Rumania el no a ha cam# to tha 
United states and ha a not ©von corresponded with mombars of 
hi* family* Ha has two a la tart in it.tt.anla but no other 
relative, he added* *oth of hia parent, arc deoeaaad* 
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r RAIvAK furnlahed soma personal history as 



When deciding whara to attend college ha concluded 
hit collage education could ba secured moat reasonably In 
Germany* He received a B.S. D©gr.a In June 1936* in Ct*rsa*ny 
ard had also nearly enough grades for a masters Degree* 

He attended school In Germany only because he could aeeure 
tha type of training ha desired cheaper In that country than 
olaewhera* Ha subsequently returned to R .mania In December 
1936* to comnlote hie c ompulsory military training* as he had 
b an deferred while a student* At about thla time ha first 
became acquainted with members of the Rumanian Iron Du ard 
while *n the Army. In 193$* he was back In Berlin studying 
and /'arnin* some money through translation work* He 
subsequently secured a position with m Bureau of standards 
end did material testing research work* At about thla 
time an uncle who had assisted in tha flnarolng of his 
eduontlon died and ha experienced aome difficulty in 
securing additions! funds from a cousin who Inherited t h» 
uncle's aatate* As a result* hla studies vara protracted* 
^aratvah referred to himself as a professional student* 11 

In 19ij.2* he wss arrested by the Dermatic* He 
believed he wee arrested along with many other Rumanians who 
were also in Germany because of the escape fr ca> Germany's 
custody of s aae of tha leaders of the Rumanian Iron Guard* 
CARA IVAN denied any knowledge of the a tea do of the iron Guard 
members and denied any participation in Rumanian Iron Guard 
activities* With respect to allegations that many young 
Rumanian Iron Guard members left Rumania and fled to Germany 
in 19U?j cara IVAN believed that not only Iren Guard momber* 
left Rumania, but many young men in an effort to avoid

In August 1944* ^'spAIVAK vraa taken from Bucbenwald 
to Vienna* » t thin tlnw HORaxMMA waa t.akan from a 
concentration camp to head up a aort of RuMlan Government 
In exile In Vienna* Displaced persona iuch aa CARA IVAN war 
In the charged ho Rumanian Government ret up* The ktu or loan* 
upon occupying the country In 194? put many individuals In 
connection with the above Rumanian Government In ceoeile In 
atockedea until they could be properly screened, however, 
CARAIVAK war not one of those* ?be abject stayed in Vienna 
approximately six weeks and then traveled to Berlin In an 
effort to locate .-one of bis ba longings* He remained In 
Berlin about tlx weeks and found that his possession? were 
at that time in the Russian tone* He worked awhile In Berlin 
ard eventually returned to Sglsburg whara he remained ixstil 
he oarr.c to the bnlted States# 

While in Salzburg, CARA2VAN was president of 
the Rumanian Cownittee of Salzburg which had aa Its purpose 
the. care of displaced persons# C A RA I VA N worked closely 
with the dirplaoad persons section of the American Government* 
Afc the time he »rp*»ped to be the only Rumanian who spoke tbs 
German language wall and seemed the logical one to head the 
above committee# In connection with hla position with the 
committee he talked, to rnsny pe cple In Eiaplaoed Person 
Camps about their repatriation to Rumania# He desired that 
they have full and cowplote knowledge of all of the factors 
Involved in connection with their repatriation and ha believes 
hat corns may have elalaod he attempted to prevent their 
repatriation# 
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Leter in 191*6, CARAIVAR began tht *tudy of 
philosophy in Salrburg and or-ani**d an Internatl anal Student 
Cr^anisatlor , the purroae of which was to secure information 
on various n luces for the students to aaiigrata. University 
problems war* alo o wldored* T be or an!* 1 tion had no 
political inter* ate or connections* Whan a repatriation

a letter dated April 1* 19i|.ft, from N* q^CARANm,* former 
Minister for Air and Sea for Ru«ania i _jihi*h acknowledged 
that the Rumanian C coni t tee for Social Aaelr mice accepted 
CAPA IVAN at a benevolent correspondent and authorised bin 
to cutset the American occupation authorltler and local 
author it lea in hir district as well as international organ iaationa, 
cueb a» IRO, League of Netiona, YMCA and Red Cross, In 
connect ion with hia assist a nee to dlaplaocd persona* 

According to CARA IVAN, the Rumanian Consol t tee of Social 
Assistance or Com ittee of Assistance for Rumanian* was made 
up of former Rumanian diplomats and maintained a ha ad quart ora 
In Parle and ldter in Kaw York* CARA I VAN pointed out tbit 
ho w a a an unofficial head of the organisation in r*alsburg« 

In denying membership in th* Rumanian Iron Guard, 

Cara I VAN pointed out that he was well aware of th* 
existence of th* organisation, knew many members and helped 
many members In connection with bla displaced peraona 
activities* He explained that during the -erlod he would have 
moat likely besom# acquainted with the group he was not 
residing In Rumania but was in Germany studying and working* 

Be explained that he was not residing in Rumania when the 
Iron Guard was meat active* Re acknowledged that be knew 
RIRCEAiMiUMITRU when he was * student in Berlin and aluo 
net in nuehenweld* He eaw 1 ONTA/^GROBARRU In Vienna In 19M - 
He realised these Individuals were among th* loyal followers 
of HCRA SIMA but oazae by this knowledge through reading 
of them in the newspapers* 
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In 1936, he nit VIORP X/^RIKA in Berlin wher* 

TrTA wai a good theological student* He did not know 
.Vi well end merely net him casually* He subsequantly *** 
him in Philadelphia when he wee :ca-onixed* CARAIVAK thought 
that perhaps TRIFA *a rite: in the ohuroh were very feet 
considering hie leek of theological experience . He knew 
that he had been accused of membership in the Human Ian Iron 
Guard and of being responsible for the death of save ns 1 
irdividualr, hovmver, he did not know if these allegations 
were founded in fact* 

CAf A I VAN doelarrd h« xn«w fart. and (ril SAHUL 
VkaRUILA and believes that Mra* XAKUILA works with the World 
Vhurch Service in assisting displaced persons* He la not 
aware of any assistance the MARiiLAs may have been to him in 
connect ion with his entry Into the United States* 

v, fARAIVAN acknowledged knowing EOSTAF IF 

nSTM’TINUir and a(HaJoA6lAPTAl # both or whoa he bad oonteet 
with Oien the*/ were affiliated with the Rumanian Government 
in er lle, and be was working with dia placed persons* He 
denied having any other conneotlwn with these Individuals or 
doing work in their behalf* a* did state that he made a 
trip to £yrls and "arlnthls on one occasion in connection 
with his work wit b displaced persona* 



In ecnneotlon with VlROlJ&FoPA, CARA1VAN pointed 
out that he met him at Bills island and that FOPA had told 
him he had bean a member of the Rumanian Iron uard* He 
had also met 1 OJA at Buchenwald* He understood FOPA bad held 
some position in the Antontsque Government of Rumania* 

Howover, POPA told CARA IVAN at Kills Inland that ha had 
absolutely nothing to keep from the American authorities and 
had told them an -thing they ceslred to know* H» did not 
know why roPA's entry into the United tates was refused* 

CARAIVAN was unable to explain the purpose for 
the Rusien Uh Iron Guard other than to state it was a 
nationalistic organisation* Ha stated that In the event 
additional infer nation was desired, he woild be willing to 
be re in ter viewed* He also stated he would voluntarily furnish 
any information he thought might be of inttrosi to ths 
FBI* that wight be recalled by him in the future* 
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
